Responsive to the Oral Statement made by SPRE Hien Phan on September 3, 2002 
indicating that the United States Patent and Trademark Office is considering the subject 
application abandoned, Applicants, through counsel of record, respectfully request that the 
holding of abandonment for the above-identified Application be withdrawn due to the fact that 
the Notice to File Missing Parts supposedly mailed by the Patent and Trademark Office was not 
received by Applicants' Attorney. The facts concerning this matter are as follows. 

Upon receipt of mail from the Patent and Trademark Office in this firm, all mail is 
opened and logged in a daily computer log. The due date is entered in the firm computer 
docketing system. At the time of entry into the computer, the ^erial numbers are checked to 
ensure that the correct docket number appears on the mail so that the documents are entered in 
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the correct application in the computer and matched with the correct application file. Any due 
dates resulting from the Patent and Trademark Office mail are also entered in the computer. 
After Bradley D. Lytle (Registration No. 40,073) of our firm was notified during an interview 
on another application that the subject application is considered to be abandoned by the USPTO, 
our computer system was checked. The computer Patent Due Dates section for the subject 
application did not show a current due date for the Declaration, nor did it show receipt of the 
Notice to File Missing Parts (see attached computer printout). 

The application file was then pulled and the full contents of the file were reviewed. The 
application file contained no Notice to File Missing Parts. The Patent Office computerized Mail 
Log was then checked.
